Found No Evidence of Any Cars 
Having Been Tampered With Says 
Expert---Examined Fire Apparatus 


The following memorandum and re- 
ft are published at the request of 
or Mivans: 


Under an agreement with the 
City of Edmonton and the La 
France Motor Fire Apparatus com- 
pany of Portland, Oregon, from 
whom the city has purchased Its 
fire equipment, the company must, 
if so requested by the city, send a 
representative to Edmonton at least 
once a year to examine and over- 
haul the fire fighting equipment. 

Two years ago such an examina- 
tlon wae made, but no request was 
made last year at all. When Chief 
Davidson took charge of the fire 
department a report reached him

This, I believe, was the idea be- 
hind the remark that was reported 
to Chief Davidson that led him to 
believe that they had tampered with | 
the machines, |

found that it had received very little 
attention for some time past, and was

| None Able to.Prove That Mechanic of Old Department 
Was Guilty of Misdemeanor — Fireman Who Drove 
Tank at Front, Says His Engine Was Working All

The fire inquiry closed Saturday af-, 
ternoon, all the counsel present stat-! 
ing that they had no more evidence to 
offer. 

Mr, Justice Walsh stated that he 
would have to report to city council,| 
by whom he was employed, and so 
far as publicity was concerned it 
would depend upon them. 

An attempt was made during the 
morning to fasten a charge of inter- 
fering with the apparatus working at! 
the 102nd street fire upon one of the 
striking firemen. The man was sent 
for by his honor and proved to be 
Maurice Dennis, a mechante in the 
fire department, who, although associ-| 
ated with the old force, is still really} 
a member of the department as he has 
been on sick leave, suffering from a; 
broken collar-bone. Other witnesses 
were brought in but none were able 
to prove that Dennis had been guilty 
of any misdemeanor. 

Drove Tank at Front | 

Octave Girard, who assisted to 
make history by driving a tank at the! 
front, appeared in the witness box in| 
uniform and said that he was in 
France two years. There he drove a| 
Peerless truck and’ afterwards a tank. | 
He was now driving tne No. 2 pump, 
which was stationed at McDonald 
Drive and 102nd street, on the night 
of the fire. The witness said that he) 
had several years experience in motor 
work, as he was in a garage before} 
going to the front, His engine was) 
working satisfactorily on the night of| 
the fire, but the water was turned off} 
twice. It was turned completely off} 
once and then half-off. He caught a 
man doing it. He has seen the man 
about the court that morning. 

His honor: Can you get him? 

Witness: I saw him here this morn- 
ing. 

His honor: I wish you would bring 
him here; Constable Daly will go with 
you. 

The search did not take long and 
witness soon reappeared in company 
with Maurice Dennis, who was es- 
corted by Detective Gillam and Con- 
stable Daly. 

Says Dennis Interfered 

Witness said that he identified Den- 
nis as the man who had placed his 
hand on the hydrant. He did not 
know his name or if he belonged to 
the old brigade. The man was fool- 
ing around and witness told him to 
keep away. Witness got a hammar 
from off his tool box and said that if 
he caught him fooling with the ma- 
chinery he would knock him down. 
‘There was a big gang there and they 
were calling witness names. 

By Mr. Van Allen: He recognized 
the man by his face and was positive 
that he was the man.* He came up 
and told witness that he had no pres-. 
sure on. The man had his hand on) 
the soft suction and witness said: 
“You had better leave this hose alone 
and keep back.” The engine was 
racing and witness knew that there 
Was something wrong, and on examin- 
ing the hose and hydrant he found 
that the valves had been closed. He 
did not see the man close them. The 
second time the valves were closed 
he saw the man with his hand on the 
gauge, and, on going there he found 
it half closed. He could not tell what 
the man was doing. He did not see 
him turning the gauge. He saw him 
with his hand on the valve, and it} 
was closed. The valve had to be 
turned five or six times to close or 
open it. 

Did Not See Interference 

John Webber, who lives at McDon- 
ald Drive, said that he saw the man 
Dennis standing by the pump. He 
did not see him interfering with any- 
thing. There were things being said 
by the crowd but he did not know to! 
whom they were directed, 

Walter Johnson stated that he was! 
vriving the pump at 101st and Jasper, 
and this worked well all night. A 
man came up and put his hand on the 
engine and said it was too hot. He 
idetcified Dennis as the man. 

By Mr. Van Allen: What did the 
man actually do? 

Witness: He put his hand on the 
radiator, said it was too hot, and 
walked away. 

Dennis Gives His Story 

Maurice Dennis, who was asked if 
he would like to make a statement, 
described how he walked to the fire 
and on reaching the pump working on 
Jasper put his hand on it and made 
the remark that it was too hot, At 
the pump working on MacDonald 
Drive he saw that the hose was flat 
and said to the driver “You have no 
water on here.” He would swear that 
he did not turn off the water. Witness

The injunction asked for in the name of Robert Caldwell and 
other citizens to stop the plebiscite on Monday next was refused Sat- 
urday morning by Chief Justice Harvey after he had heard argu- 
ments of counsel. The application for the injunction was opposed by 
S. B. Woods, K.C., acting on behalf of Mayor Evans, and by J. F, C, 
Bown, who appeared for the returning officer, C, Ed. K. Cox, 

A lengthy argument based on the affidavits first published in the 
mofaing issue of The Bulletin, was submitted by C, K. McKenzie, 
and by J. M. Macdonald, each of whom urged that the injunction be 


granted. 

Mr, McKenzie’s principal contention 
was that the selection of a fire chief 
and firemen could not be delegated by 
the council to the electors as would 
be the case if the plebiscite were tak- 
en. He aleo argued that at the meet- 
Ing of Saturday, February 23, the 
procedure was not adhered to the way 
that the motion and amendments were 
passed. Mr. McKenzie contended that 
the plebiscite should have been sub- 


mitted to the burgesses rather than 
the electors, submitting that the fire 
department administration was a

On December 9th Mayor Evans was elected mayor of the city of Edmon- 
ton. On Dee, 17th he appointed a new fire chief, and by so doing, ignored the 
vital principles of the agreement just arrived at with the men, 

Mayor Evans claims to have given the application of the men due consid- 
eration. Elected as mayor on December 9th, the appointment made on Decem- 
ber 17th. How could any man ascertain the qualifications in eight days? And 
this without meeting any of the men, and on his admission without visiting 
any of the fire halls. Is this reasonable? Is it business? 


THE APPOINTMENT KEPT A SECRET.. WHY? 

Not only was the appointment made without due consideration, but the ut- 
most secrecy prevailed. Alderman Grant, when approached on the matter, 
gave his positive denial of any knowledge of any appointment. However, he 
"phoned the commissioners, and they also denied knowledge of the appoint- 
ment. Facts adduced since then clearly prove the appointment was surrepti- 
tiously entered into on December 17th. Not only secrecy but misrepresenta- 
tion and falsehood were resorted to in an effort to cover up this appointment. 


DEPUTY MAYOR MARTIN ABSOLUTELY REFUSES TO 
POSTPONE ACTION 


On learning of the appointment, the men approached Deputy Martin and 
pleaded with him to postpone the placing of Mr. Davidson in the chief’s office, 
until Mayor Evans returned. This was absolutely turned cold, and no consid- 
eration given to the men whatever. Had Ald. Martin acceded to the request, 
the present trouble would have been avoided. 


AS RED-BLOODED MEN, WHAT COULD THE MEN DO? 
ONLY ONE COURSE: PROTEST BY QUITTING WORK. 


The men have been blamed for striking, but if they had submitted to this 
injustice, what would have happened? Their demands could never have been 
considered,’ Not only insulted, but their agreements treated as a scrap of pa- 
per. No alternative but to quit work as a protest. Who could blame them for 
doing so then? The responsibility was not theirs. It was up to the Deputy 
mayor for refusing to listen to the reasonable demands of the men.

An order 
has been passed providing that on and 
after that date no person, firm or cor- 
poration shall deal whviesaie in meat, 
lard, cheese, butter, oleomargarihe, 
eges or poultry without first havin 
obtained a license from the foo 
board. Pergons engaged exclusively 
in the manufacture of meat products, 
lard, cheese, butter or oleomargarine 
are not required to obtain a license 
under this order. 

Provisions are included to prevent 
speculation and unreasonable increase 
in price. The price of produce sold 
to the retailer must not be increased 
by any eale or sales between produce 
wholesalers, 

One clause provides that a license 
ehall not destroy any food or food 
products which are fit for human, 
animal or poultry consumption, and 
shail not knowingly permit waste or 
wilfully permit deterioration in any 
such food or food products,

Oldfield has never been a reckless 
driver in his long years of racing. |

the country. Whenever Barney is 
vieparing for a race he sets about to 


over which he will drive, Before he 
faces the starter he knows every inch 
of the trdck, every dangerous spot 
on it and has figured in advance what 
chanceg he can take In the event of a 
brush at any point of the course. 
New Submarine Car 

Oldfield is really a tacticlan in a 
race, for he never tries to get more 
out of a car than he knows it can do, 
and after long years of racing he has 
come out with a mount which he be- 
lieves has minimized the dangers of 
speed by at least 60 per cent. 
Oldfield’s new ‘submarine’ car Is 
covered completely with a shell of 
thin but very strong steel armor, and 
it has been a pet scheme of his for 
years. 

“I have always had the idea of the 
shell-covered car,” sald Oldfield re- 
cently, “The most dangerous thing 
in racing is the chance of turning 
over, and I consider that I have been

It would not be alto- 
gether surprising even to learn 
that the dividends—and the was- 
age of grain—are as large as be- 
fore that supposed measure of 
‘‘prohibition’’ was enacted by the 
Federal authorities. Prosecutions 
in the lucal police court and simi- 
lar evidence from other cities 
show that the liquor traffic is 
flourishing in Canada in defiance 
of provincial laws; thanks to the 
failure of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to close up the distilling es- 
tablishments and stop the ship- 
ment of liquor from one province 
to another, If the delay in pass- 
ing the long-promised orders in 
council to this effect was dictated 
by a feeling of compassion for 
the dealers, and a desire to give 
them time to unload their stocks, 
it must be apparent that that pur- 
pose has been accomplished as far 
as it is at all likely to be accom- 
plished. The large advertisements 
appearing in Toronto dailies and 
the squads of drunks passing 
through the police courts of the

pert of the La France Motor Fire 
Appliances company, of Portland, 
Oregon, was sent for by Mayor 
Evans to inspect the La France 
apparatus of the fire department; 
the suggestion having been mude 
that the old fire brigade had tam- 
pered with the machines and les- 
sened or destroyed their efficiency. 
Plympton arrived in Edmonton 
on February 15th. He completed 
his inspection on the 18th, and re- 
ported to the La Brance company 
on the 22nd: 

“*T found no evidence of any 
of the cars having been tamper- 
ed with.’’ 

The striking firemen were re- 
ported by Chief Davidson to have 
said: ‘‘Just wait until they get a 
“large fire and go out and run 
“their pumpers, and they’ll find 
“‘out where they are at.’’ Plymp- 
ton asked them the meaning of the 
remark. Their answer was that: 

‘With incompetent and in- 
“experienced men operating the 
“machines they would burn the 
‘*motor up.’’ 

The Maryland Hotel fire took 
place on the morning of February 
24th. The pumps which the ex- 
pert said had not been tampered 
with up to the 18th were then 
found inefficient. Who was to 
blame? 

Plympton further reported that: 


The apparatus was in very poor 
condition as to up-keep; 

Nearly every car had from five 
to ten grease cups missing; 

The steering gear was badly out 
of adjustment ; 

The clutch pedal on every car 
had to be adjusted. 

On the date on which the expert 
made this finding the appliances 
had been in charge of the new 
chief and the new brigade for 
eighteen days. The expert’s find- 
|ing proves that the condition of 


|the apparatus had not been bet- 
jtered under the care of the new 
brigade. It was the business of 
the new chief and his brigade to 
put the apparatus in condition, if 
it had not been in condition when 
| they took it over. That it was not 
jin condition over two weeks after 
they took it over is point blank 
evidence that the new and not the 
|old brigade were responsible for 
{the conditions complained. of by 
the expert, _ : 
The expert makes this further 
statement: 
“They had a pumper in the shop 
in which they have just replaced a 
crank shaft. This motor was ap- 
parently ready to run, or at least 
Was so reported to Chief Davidson.” 
“In attempting,to show their new 
motor mechanic the timing and ad- 
justment on this car, I found it un- 
able to turn this motor with a five- 
foot crow-bar on the flywheel. We 
had to loosen up every bearing on 
the motor. I then started to show 
the mechanic the timing, and found 
the centres, as marked on the fly-~ 
wheel by some mechanic, to be one- 
half inch off. After getting a true 
centre showing the cam shaft adjust- 
ments, found his exhaust cam shaft 
five teeth out. We then started to 
disassemble the motor. Found 
bearings in such shape that it will 
be necessary to put in new bearing 
liners in order to make a depend- 
able job of this. This motor will be 
overhauled by a mechanic before it 
goes into service.” 


In this case the new brigade had 
tried their hand at repairing a 
pumper, and had reported the ma- 
chine ready to run. On examina- 
tion the expert found the condi- 
tion to be‘ 

Bearing too tight to allow work- 


ing. 
Centres half an inch off. 
Five teeth out of exhaust cam 
shaft. 


New bearing liners needed. 


This was not the work of the old 
but of the new brigade, and is 
absolute evidence that however 
good the intentions of the chief 
and men concerned may have been 
the city cannot afford to depend 
on them for fire protection. Mr. 
Davidson may be a wonder chief 
under some circumstances; but 
when it took a five foot crow-bar 
on the fly wheel to start the motor 
of the newly repaired pumper, 
that is ample evidence that his 
specialty is not gasoline fire ap- 
paratus; and that he has not se- 
cured men whom it is safe to 
trust with such apparatus. 
| No wonder the pumpers did not 
throw water at the Maryland 
Hotel fire as they should after 
having been in such hands for 
over three weeks. Three minutes 
jis long enough to put a gasoline 
motor out of commission, if it ig 
incompetently handled. 

The expert said that he had 
forwarded repairs from Portland

Mayor Evans and Alderman 
Esdale have placed their views 
regarding the fire situation before 
the public by way of signed state- 
ments in this morning’s paper. 
This is what should have been 
done at the beginning of the plebi- 
scite campaign rather than at its 
end. Instead of its being done, an 
anonymous ‘‘Citizen’s Plebjscite 
Committee’’ acting in the suppos- 
ed interests of the mayor and 
council majority undertook a cam- 
paign of misrepresentation and vil- 
lification against the old fire brig- 
ade that was a disgrace not only 
to the parties conducting it, but 
to the city itself. They deliberately 
imported into their arguments 
matters that had no relation to the 
case, for the purpose of inflaming 
the public mind, in the hope of se- 
curing a verdict by hysteria in- 
stead of reason. In a case such as 
the present, that was a crime 
against the city, as well 9s against 
its citizens. It was a crime espe- 
cially against those citizens whose 
all is represented by destructible 
property, who as taxpayers have 
a right to the best protection of 
their property that thes city can 
give them.

THE WEST'S COAL DEPOSITS 
From Regina Leader. 

With heatless days in Ontario and 
Quebec and the suspension of all in- 
dustrial activity for a short period in 
order to save fuel, the big Eastern 
Provinces are made to realize that in 
One respect at least the three most 
westerly Provinces of the Dominion 
have a decided advantage because of 
their large coal deposits, 

While no serious attempt has yet 
been made to develop the fuel re- 
sources of Saskatchewan, the Alberta 
coal fields are beginning to assume 
more than local importance. Saskat- 
chewan hag for years depended on the 
Lethbridge district for its soft coal 
requirements, and tho Pennsylvania 
fields for hard coal, while the develop- 
ment of our own lignite deposits has 
been neglected. Now Manitoba is 
looking to Alberta for its supplies of 
lignite and bituminous coal, whereas 
Saskatchewan might not only largely 
meet its own domestic requirements, 
but also supply Manitoba more econ- 
omically than Alberta, on account of 
the longer rail haul, can possibly do. 

In 1916 Alverta shipped 19,252 cons 
of lignite to Winnipeg, and 17,719 tons 
of bituminous. In 1917 the lignite 
shipments were 160,000 tons and the 
bituminous ¥9,03¥ tons. The Edmon- 
ton Bulletin, in giving these figures, 
Says that this year the Alberta pay- 
roll for min. labor amounts to about 
$10,000,000, and the output is approx- 
Imately 4,800,000 tons. John T. Ster- 
ling, the chief inspector of mines for 
Alberta, estimates that from seven to 
elght million tons could be produced 
with the facilities already at hand, 
and he thinks Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan could be supplied and the 
three million tons brought from Penn- 
sylvania released next year for use 
elsewhere, 

Alberta, it will Da seen, is beceming 
alive to the great possibilities of its 
coal mining industry. Saskatchewan 
should likewise bestir itself,

THE EXEMPTION BILAL 

From Toronto Globe (Unionist). 
The unmarried men between twenty 
and thirty-four were called to the 


colors two months ago. Up till Feb- 
ruary 9th 20,507 men of this class, 
whose appeals for exemption had been 
determined or who had made no aps 
peal, had been ordered to report for 
duty, and $16,786 had reported. The 
Montreal and Quebec military die- 
tricts were called on to provide 2,389 
men. Of these only 1,716 men were 
in uniform on February 9th. Why te 
is that the Province of Quebec—con- 
taining over ‘a fourth of the popula. 
tion of Canada—hag contributed, un- 
der the Military Service Act, which 
!s supnosed to provide for an equitable 
levy upon the manhood of all the 
Provinces, a .ittle over a tenth of the 
men so far obtained under the firat 
call to the colors? The reason is obe 
vious. The people of Quebec have 
taken advantage of the exemption 
provisions of the law to a degree that 
was not considered possible when the 
measure was framed. In the district 
of Montreal alone 55,876 men claimed 
exemption before the tribunals, and 
only 4,297 of these claims were dis- 
allowed. Most of the men ordered 
into uniform appealed, while the Mili- 
tla Department appealed against many 
thousands of the axemnptions granted, 
The result is that out of a total of 
62,165 claims for exemption still to be 
heard before the tribunals or on ap- 
peal throughout the Dominion, 38,260 
are pending before the tribunale and 
Appeal Courts of Quebes Provinces, 
While the draftees in the other Prov- 
inces are being put into uniform the 
Quebes courts are s0 congested with 
appeals that months must elapse be- 
fore that province provides its quota 
under the calls already made. Unless 
the war drags on into 1919 thousands 
of the youth of Quebec, drawn for 
service and having no reasonable 


ground for evading the call, will not 
be trained in time to take their places 
in the firing tine.
